Forced conversion of loans is par¬ 
tial repudiation but if the Alberta 
government does it, it will not be dis- 
alowed by the federal government 
which did not disallow Ontario legis¬ 
lature voiding contracts upon which 
bonds had been sold to the public.

Alberta Ranks High 


From Morning Albertan:—Describ¬ 
ing Canada’s financial record as “a 
.very good one, indeed,” the New York 
Herald Tribune points out in its fin¬ 
ancial page on April 2 that the fail¬ 
ure of Alberta to redeem $3,200,000 in 
bonds does not add that province to 
the list of foreign boYrowers in de¬ 
fault on -United States dollar obliga¬ 
tions, for the time being at least. 

The issue on which payment was 
not made on the date of maturity was 
payable only in Canadian financial 
centres, the newspaper says. The next 
maturity of that province that is pay¬ 
able in New York is a $1,650,000 issue 
of 4's’s due June 1, 1937. 

The Herald Tribune adds; 

"Actual defaults of Canadian gov¬ 
ernmental units on United States dol- 
lar issue are confined to the munici¬ 
palities of Prince Rupert and St. Bon¬ 
iface, Man., the amount involved be¬ 
ing $1,480,050. 

“Even if the Alberta default is ex¬ 
tended to other maturities the Cana¬ 
dian record still will be a very good 
one, indeed, for there are $1,775,905,-’ 
000 of Canadian government, provin¬ 
cial and municipal issues outstanding 
which were floated in the United 
State*.”

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Ol R*PIONEER HISTORY 


The death of Colonel Walker of Calgary, is a reminder 
that the links which bind us to the pioneer generation of 
Alberta unloosening one by one. The history of his life 
is also a reminder of the energy and resourcefulness which 
characterized those of Alberta's first generation. One by 
one these older people are passing on, but they have left 
with us the record of their lives. Upon the foundations 
which they laid, upon the codes which they observed the sue 
ceeding generations are building. Are we building as wise¬ 
ly as they? 

looking back to those early years fifty or sixty years 
ago, one envisions the unpopulated immensity of the land 
which confronted the early settlers. Something of that 
immensity was reflected in their generous and tolerant 
outlook, stamping itself on character as a distinctively old- 
timer quality. This country was theirs to mould and taime, 
to fashion into a land of homes and of thriving industry. 
They must at times have been overwhelmed. But slowly 
and steadily the structure rose, from its first crude frame 
work to the present. The work which they began so val¬ 
iantly is still far from complete, but it is a miracle of 
achievement. 

We of the present are inclined to think of those early 
years of the seventies and eighties as a period of hardship 
and deprivations, perhaps dwelling too little on the stimu¬ 
lating sense of accomplishment which must have followed 
the hand-to-hand struggles with untamed nature. It was 
no land for weaklings, but it was a land of opportunity, an 
invigorating land of untapped resources. They set an ex¬ 
ample of resourcefulness of courage and faith to which 
those who follow them sometimes fail to measure up. 

There is something inspiring in the fact that we in Al¬ 
berta are still in direct touch with many of our earliest 
pioneers. How few places in the world can make a similar 
boast! Most peoples must delve into antiquity and plough 
through centuries before reaching their first builders. W e 
are in daily contact with the first founders of Alberta. This 
is a circumstance so arresting, so vital and dramatic—and 
unfortunately so fleeting—that it seems'to merit infinitely 
more attention than it receives. 

So little is made of this in our schools. Within our own 
associations is the history of lives lived valiantly, of ex¬ 
ploration and frontier settlement, of primitive pe*irfs met 
and conquered. We are sacrificing a-record of something 
near and vivid and impressive, for the sake of vague fig¬ 
ures in the musty past. 

Our pioneers, and we ourselves who are directly linked 
with those pioneers, are the founders of Alberta Iradition 
and standards. And what little thought we give that fact, 
and how rarely we impress it upon our children.

Major Douglas has denounced in vigorous terms the 
idea of the proposed “Loan Council” for Canada. He al¬ 
leges that a similar body in Australia has had an un¬ 
successful career. The Australian loan council has been 
in operation fo r ten ye ars. It was forced upon the various 
states through conditions very similar to those now pre¬ 
vailing in Canada. Our information is, that it has been 
quite successful and has been an important factor in the 
improved position of that'country. ' 

It is difficult to see how the Federal Government of 
Canada could underwrite the loans of our provinces, so as 
to secure the consequent low interest rate, without exer¬ 
cising a measure of control on the future borrowings of 
any province which finds itself compelled to ask for such 
assistance and guarantees. To deny this would seem to in¬ 
dicate an unreasonable attitude and would undoubtedly re¬ 
sult in the destruction of the whole plan. It is to be hoped 
that wise counsels will prevail. 

It is apparent that unless the Western provinces can re¬ 
fund existing public loans at a substantial reduction in 
the rates of interest, there is little hope of a balanced bud¬ 
get, without a rate of taxation absolutely beyond the ca¬ 
pacity of the peqple to pay. This is a .matter of greatest 
importance, it cannot be successfully carried through 
without approaching the subject in a “give and take” spir¬ 
it. if provincial autonomy in contracting further public 
debt >must be partly sacrificed, the object is well worth it.

Legislative Mill 
Is Still Grinding 

Correspondence With Major Douglas 

Tabled; Committetes Exploring 
Social Credit Fields 

, Correspondence between Premier 
Aberhart and Major Douglas was 
tabled in the house this week, reveal¬ 
ing a suggestion from the Major on 
Feb. 24, that Alberta adopt Social 
Credit plan to meet the April 1 
bond issue. The Major objected to the 
appointment of Mr. Magor as finan¬ 
cial adviser, but held out hope that he 
might come to Alberta on payment of 
>2000 in advance to finance his trip. 
He later suggested sending an Eng¬ 
lish administrator who would cost 
$3000. 

With the annual fee system for driv¬ 
ers licenses now in force, Hon. E. C. 
Manning hopes that in the course of a 
year, Tt'rnay be possible to include a 
government, insurance plan for mo¬ 
torists in this license fee. 

The first Recall Bill ever passed in 
Canada is now ready to become law. 
It requires a 68 2-3 per cent, of vot¬ 
ers to sign the recall petition and a 
deposit of $200i 

The new school system of Alberta 
will be effective September 1. Three 
divisions will be made, elementary, 
lintermediate and high schools. 

Government guarantees to encour¬ 
age development of industry are pro¬ 
vided for in a new bill called the 
Provincial Industries Development 
Act. This will encourage the process¬ 
ing or manufacture of any natural 
product. The guarantees might be 
given through order-in-council. 

Gasoline tax arrears amount to $46- 
£26, from various companies. 

The compulsory refunding bill has 
entered its third reading. 

Hon. E. C. Manning announced on 
Sunday that committees are at work 
exploring the application of Social 
Credit in various fields of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Mr. Manning announced that fa:- 
mers'would get tKeir Six cent dis¬ 
count on gas tax at the time of pur¬ 
chase. 

The consumers’ Tax Act imposes a 
.2 per cent, tax on all articles from 1 
cent to 60 cents, and the next divis¬ 
ion is from 60 cts. to $1.00, The 1 
cent tax will be equally applicable to 
5 cent on 50 cent articles under the 
present form. 

Assurances were given in the legis¬ 
lature on Friday by Hon. Charles 
Cockroft. Provincial Treasurer, that 
there was no danger of this govern¬ 
ment imposing the sales tax in places 
where it could be least borne and be¬ 
cause in the bill as it now stands, no 
provision is made for exempting peo¬ 
ple on relief, there is no idea of tax¬ 
ing where such cannot be met. 

A certain New York restaurant 
man may be given credit for a rather 
novel window display.
